“We understand that at a recent meet- 
ing of a medical society some of the more 
striking results of this examination were 
staled, and formed the subject of an in- 
teresting scientific discussion. The cere- 
bral Organs were of the very 1 argest known 
capacity, exceeding by thirty per centum 
the average weight of the human brain; 
and, with only two exceptions, [Cuvier 
and Dupuylien,] the largest of which 
there is any record. It is also worthy of 
remark that a well marked effusion upon 
the Arachnoid membrane was discovered 
in these investigations, although there 
were no perceptible evidences of any le- 
.sion during Mr. Webster’s lifetime. It 
is supposed to have been caused by bis 
severe fall from his carriage in Kingston 
last spring. It is a remarkable physiolo- 
gical fact that an injury which would have 
impaired the inielleet, if not at once 
caused death, in another, should in this 
instance have been atiende<i with so little | 
external evidence of so important an in- 
jury to a vital organ.” J
